Resume of the Ex-President of the 
Confederacy’s Book. 


Slavery an Incident of Secession, Not 
the Paramount Question. 


A Long and Elaborate Defense of the 
Southern States—Review of Davis’ 
History, Now Ready 
for Issue. 


CHICAGO, February 14.—The Times makes 
public the topics discussed by Jefferson Davis 
in his history. The rise and Fall of the Con- 
federate Government,’’ soon to be issued. Mr. 
Davis’ introduction isa short one, covering 
not quite two pages. He dedicates the work 
to the widows and orphans of the Confederate 
dead. He conceives it to be his duty to his 
countrymen to prepare this history of the rise 
and failure of their cause.He finds instructure 
the thirteen independent States and their re- 
lation to each other. The primary principles 
and vested rights on which he rests his vindi- 
cation of the Confederacy question and a full 
statement of the immediate causes of the war 
occupy one-half of the first volume. The re- 
mainder of the work is given to a 
narrative of the struggle, includin, the full- 
est statement yet written from a Séuthern 
stand point of the fierce dissentions in the 
Confederate councils, and of his defense of the 
prolongation of the war for many months 
after many of the ablest men in the South 
were fully convinced that their struggle was a 
hopeless one. In the opening of the work he 
treats of early legislation on the subject of 
slavery. He acquits the South of all respon- 
sibility for the existence in its midst of t he 
pe iar institution and calls attention to the 

act that Virginia was the first State 
to — the importation into its territory 
of blacks brought to this country and reduced 
to slavery and that Georgia was the first State 
to incorporate in its constitution a prohibition 
of the African slave trade. All through the 
work he treats of slavery not as the cause of 
the war, but only as an incident of the Seces- 
sion movement, the paramount question he 
declares was equality in the territories, and to 


the inability. of the South to 
maintain its equal rights in the 
territories and the new made States 


ofthe union. He traces theconflict which in- 
tensified until it burst into open war. While 
upon this he evidences the doctrine of State 
sovereignity and the compact by which the 
States voluntarily gave their consent to the 
federation with no design expressed or im- 
plied ever to become fractional parts of a na- 
tion, and he believes that those who resisted 
the violation of this original compact were 
infactthe true friends of constitutional 
union. The author, discussing the prinei- 
ples and eventsin their natural and logical 
order, first gives his attention to African 
servitude and the long and bitter sectional 
strife to which it gave rise. He then takes up 
the question of States’ rights, giving the con- 


stitutional and historical arguments on 
which he rests the principle of State 
sovereignty and quoting copiously from 


all authorities on the subject. 

He speaks in condemnatory terms of 
the Missouri compromise, which he regards 
as a surrender of the rights which belong to 
the South, and which it should have main- 


it should have been adhered to, and he ar- 
raigns the North and the Federal Government 
for the failure of the compromise, which was 
practically repealed by the bills organizing 
the territories of Kansas and Nebraska in 
5 It will be observed that Mr. 
Davis takes occasion to declare in many 
laces throughout the work his devotion to 
‘onstitutional Union. He instances speeches 
which he made in 181, during his candidacy 
for Governor of Mississippi in opposition to 
Henry S. Foote. These speeches contained 
repeated declarations of his adherence and 
devotion to the Union, and he affirms that his 
public deeds were at all times actuated by this 
spirit—before the general government began 
Ats violent encroachments on the rights of the 
States. It was during the Pierce administra- 
tion that the struggle in Kansas between the 
free soiland pro-slavery parties culminated 
in bitterness. This stru Mr. Davis finds 
the beginning of the immediate causes of the 
war. He devotes considerable space to 
a description of what he calls 
the usurpations of the Federal 
authorities. C ess, it will be remembered, 
refused to recognize the dele chosen from 
Kansas on the ground that his election by the 
ro-slavery party had been procured by frand. 
e regards the repeal of the Missouri Com- 
promise as the ‘reopening of the question of 
slavery in the Territories and as precipitating 
the conflict between the opposing parties 
which was encouraged by the Abolitionists of 
the North, and which finally compelled the 
South, - in self-defense to take a 
decided stand. He holds the 
violent Abolitionists largely responsible for 
the final breach of peace. Bringing his his- 
tory down to the election of Lincoln, he finds 
the Federal Government in the hands ofa 
party under which the Southern States could 
not live. Lincoln was elected upon a platform 
of resistance to slavery extension by a party 
antagonisticto the South and believing in the 
centralization of power in the Federal Gov- 
ernment controlled by the Executive. 
department. Having devoted half of the first 
volume to an exposttion of the causes which 
led the South to desire a separation from the 
Federal Government Mr. Davis proceeds in 
several chapters to defend the t of seces- 
sion. In justification of this right he quotes 
largely from Webster, Calhoun, Douglass, 
Greeley, Seward, Benton and Clay. In main- 
taining that the compact between the States 
was of the nature of a confederation he draws 
largely for the basis of his arguments 
upon the debatesin the Constitutional Con- 
vention of 1789, and fortifies himself with ex- 
tracts from Storey on the Constitution, Elli- 
ott’s debates and Bancroft’s history. He 
refers to the memorable debate on the - 
chase of Louisiana, when Josiah Quincy 
of Massachusetts, asserted in the House of 
e that that act virtually 
dissolved the Union, so that the States w 
freed from their obligatio and should

The author refers to North- 
ern protests against coercion in which con- 
nection the name of Greeley figures promi- 
nently. He maintains the South did every- 
thing in its power to out of the Union 
peaceably and quietly. The conservative 
temper of the Southern people he says was 
shown in the early acts of its Congress.. 

In the adoption of its constitution it was the 
desire and cndeavor of the Confederacy to 
bind and unite the two countries together in 
friendly ties. He takes a friendlier view of 
Lincoln at the beginning of his administration 
than of his confreres in the Federal Govern- 


dress and says that Lincoln did not so far vio- 
late the traditions of his country as to defend 
coercion while arguing against the right of 
the South to s e and stating that he would 
use force enough to protect the U. S. proper- 
ty, he did not intimate that an invasion of the 
Southern soil would be undertaken. These 
extracts from Mr. Lincoln’s inaugural led the 
South to hope that the separation would be 
brought about in a peaceful manner. Among 
the arguments with which he supports this 
theory he cites the comtemporaneous debates 
on this sabject in the Senate of the U. S. and 
8 Senator Douglass’ resolution ordering 
the withdrawal of the garrisons occupying 
Southern forts. Heaccuses Sewardand others 
of bad faith in representing that no hostile in- 
tention was involved in the succor which was 
sent to the garrisons of the forts, whereas the 
real design was to enable the troops to hold 
out against the demands of the South for the 
restoration of its property. He characterizes 
the act of the Lincoln Administration in 
sending ammunition to Fort Sumter 
as an act of fraud and prevarication. 
In defending them, and still justifying the 
right of the South to withdraw from the 
Union and form a government of its Own, he 
lays the responsi 
upon the North. He speaks at length of the 
journey of the Peace Commissioners, who 
were sent by the Confederate Government 
from Montgomery, then its capital, to Wash- 
ingion to negotiate for a peaceful adjustment 
of the questions at issue.He severely criticised 
the conduct of r Seward and his col - 
league, during these deliberations, and asserts 
that the overtures of the South were not met 
in a frank and candid spirit.

FERNANDO WOOD. 


Death ofthe New York Congressman— 
Sketch of His Life. 


LITTLE Rock, February 14.—Hon. Fer- 
nando Wood, member of Congressfrom New 
York, died at Hot Springs at 10 o’clock last 
night. 

Fernando Wood, of New York, was born of 
Quaker parentage in the city of Philadelphia 
June 14, 1812; bis father removed to New 


York in 1820, where Mr. Wood has since re- 
sided. When nineteen yearsof age he com- 
menced business as a shipping merchant, in 
which occupation he was entirely successful, 
retiring with an ample fortune in 
1850. He was three times 
elected Mayor of New York, serving in that 
oftice during the years 1855, 56, 57, 61 and 
62. He was earlier a member of the House 
of Representatives than any other member of 
the present House, having served as such in 
the vears 1841, 42 and 43. He was elected té 
‘the Twenty-seventh. Thirty-eighth, Fortieth 
Forty-first, Forty-second 
‘fourth and Forty-fifth Congfesses, and was re- 
elected to the Forty-sixth Congress as a Tam- 
many Dem rectiving igi votes against 
6,480 votes for Hardy, anti-Tammany Demo- 
erat, 5,726 votes for ‘Berryman, Republican, 
scattering votes.

Mn. PATRICK EAGAN, the ferocious Treas- 
urer of the Irish Land League, who is super- 
intending the revolution in Ireland from a safe 
corner in Paris, has been very much strength- 
ened by the remittance of $5,000 sent from the 
United States last week. At last accounts he 
had broken camp at the Hotel Brighton, 
Mortmartre, and had advanced as far as the 
Cafe Voisin, @rner of the Rue Luxembourg 
and Rue St. Honore. Here he attacked a fillet 
with mushrooms and deeanted a crested bot- 
tle of Pontet Canet. Despite the hostility of 
the English and the aggressive character, of 
the movement it was generally believed that 
Mr. EAGAN would be able to hold his position 
for at least ten days—or until another re- 
mittance could reach him. 


McLEAN’S PURGATIVES. 

Our distinguished fellow-townsman, Dr. J. 
II. MCLEAN, has been creating something of 
a sensationin Washington City by exhibiting 
to army officers and others his ingenious en- 
gines for destroying human life. The doctor, 
after amassing a fortune in the manufacture 
of patent pills, which were designed to re- 
store health and promote longevity, has 
turned about now, paradoxical as it may seem, 
and is devoting his great wealth to the 
invention of deadly implements of warfare. 
He has guns which fire bullets as rapidly as 
the chaff flies from a ground.hog threshing 
machine. They are mounted on wheels and 
are to be driven up and down in front of op- 
posing lines of battle dealing death and de- 
struction. He has revolvers which fire forty 
rounds and impregnable forts and a gun 
called Besom“ which is fed with cartridges 
from a scoop-shovel, which is warranted to 
wipe an army out of existence in fifteen min- 
utes, In addition, he is the inventor of a 
system of thin iron plates which can 
be carried about with an army and 
converted at will into bullet-proof tents, 
feed troughs, breastworks and casemated 
forts. He has a peacemaker under process of 
developement, which is to weigh 150 tons, and 
is to throw ashot, weighing 3,000 pounds, a 
distance of twenty miles. Butthe most in- 
teresting feature of the Doctor’s§modern ar- 
senal is, a shell torpedo for naval warfare, 
with a mechanical fuse, which is thrown from 
a gun the same as an ordinary shell, but which 
isso arranged with an air chamber, that in- 
stead of sinking when it strikes the water, it 
floats off as gracefully as aswan. A powerfui 
horse-shoe magnet on the inside attracts it to 
the side of an iron vessel, where it explodes 
in duetime and knocks ahole in the bottom 
big enough to admit a horse and wagon. Per- 
haps some people think that the inventive 
Doctor ought to pause at this point, but his 
genius will not permit him to rest until he 
has supplied the world with such efficient 
weapons that war lasting over a week will 
hereafter be practically impossible. He is 
working on ashell now to be used for siege 
purposes. This shell weighs only 150 pounds 
and is so shaped as to look precisely like a 
book-peddler. It is thrown from a gun hav- 
ing a range of twenty-five miles. A plan of 
the streets of a besieged city, with the resi- 
dences of the prominent citizens being given, 
thisshellcan be so manipulated that after 
dropping inside the place it will get up, walk 
around to any designated house, knock on the 
door, rush up stairs, crawl under the bed, 
explode and tear the insides out of the build- 
ing without injuring the walls. In this way 
the population of a town can be rapidly exter- 
minated without unfitting the place for occu- 
pancy after conquest. We trust that Doctor 
MCLEAN will be encouraged in his great 
work, and that when he gets ready to experi- 
went on St. Louis with his new implemeut of 
destruction he will eall on us for a list of

Mr. Durant’s Statements — Arguments 
Pre and Con. 


The Telephone petitioners held a mass 
meeting at the Reading Rooms of the Mer- 
chants Exchange at 12:30 to-day. Mr. E. E. 
Souther called the meeting to order. 
Mr. Charles E. Slayback was called to the 


chair and Mr. James M. Green was made sec- 
retary. Mr. Souther stated that the object of 
of the meeting was to receive the report of 
the committee appointed to make arrange 
ments about the rates. 

Mr. H. T.-Massengale stated that the report 
he had to make was already made public. He 
invited Mr. Durant to meet the committee, 
banding the letter to Mr. E. A. Smith, 
who promised to hand it to Mr. Durant. The 
committee thought they had been treated dis- 
courteously. r. Durant was present, and 
the speaker suggested that he be heard from. 

Mr. Souther said that Mr. Smith had 
asked the merchants to formulate their griev- 
ances. They didso. The paper has been be- 
forethe company three weeks, and no ans- 
wer has been returned. The committee came to 
the conclusion that the Telephone Committee 
had been tampering with the petitions. Mr. 
Souther concluded by saying that the com- 
mittee believed that the medicine in the case 
was total abstinence. The committee recom- 
that all the subscribers 
to the petition discontinue the use 
of the instrument and force the company to 
take the wires from their buildings. 

Mr. Geo. Bain said that Manager Durant 
was present, and ought to be heard before 
action was taken. The service Was wretched 
and the speaker would throw out his box no 
matter what the rates were. 

Mr. George F. Durant said thatthe terms 
and conditions under which the instruments 
were used were prescribed by the Bell Com- 
pany in Boston, and they must be used this 
way. The service could not be improved. It 
is a question among telephone men whether 
more than 1,000 subscribers can be handled. 
There is no city inthe Union which has bet- 
ter service. The impression that 

employers  ,of the Central 
oftice are negligent is entirely 
erroneous. Thetrouble has been about the 
increase in the number of the subscribers. 
The central office has put in the fourth instru- 
ment sinee it was opened, and this is now 
being altered. Thereis no money for the 
company at the rate of $80 a year. For every 
one exchange inthe country making money 
there are 70 which are losing. In regard to 
rates there is no reguiar standard. The rate at 
Boston was $60 per year, with 
an extra charge for each 
connection. The plan pursued by telephone 
men was to restrict the use of,the instrumentf 
as much as possible, because they cannot 
handle the number applying. Mr. Durant 
stated that he had information from Cincin- 
nati and Washington showing thatthe same 
troubles had arisen in these places. The 
manager read statements of the amounts 
charged in other cities, showing that the rates 
in this city were less than elsewhere. The 
price was fixed at $100 because is could 
not be done at a_ less amount. 

The reason why no connection had been 
previously made with East St. Louis, was that 
the — — had no license then, but this dif- 
ficulty would soon be removed. 

Mr. Bain asked howabout the $50 in ad- 


vance. 

Mr. Durant said that for each sub- 
subscriber a special time had to be put up, 
and aset of telephones had to be rented at 
#20 from the Boston company. If the sub- 
scriber should order the box out, after a 
month or two, the company would have no 

rotection if this advance was not paid. 

Mr. George S. Edgell asked if the sub- 
scribers were known to be good, would the 
advance bedemanded. Mr. Durant replied 
that the company would judge its subscribers, 
the same as any business man. 

Mr. Web. M. Samuel said that he under- 
stood from what the managers had stated that 
the company would make no reductions in the 
terms proposed. 

Mr. Bain asked would the company take 
$80 per year as a full rate. 

Mr. Durant s aid they could not. In regard 
to the payment in advance the company 
woulds have no objection to} making |the pay- 
ment quarterly, and -after further arrange- 
ments were made,to taking the money 
monthly. 

Mr. Souther said that it was stated that 
there was $400,000 invested in 
t business in the city, 
that the amount of money paid 
by subscribers was $40,000 per year. The lo- 
cal company] Was getting this, together with 
the share of the profits of the central compa- 
ny at Boston. Mr. Souther asked if this was a 
act. 

Mr. Durant replied that neither the local 
company nor the Western Union Telegraph 
Company had one cent's worth of stock in the 
Boston company. 
Mr. Edgell wanted to know whether the com- 
pany would be willing to accept $100 in quar- 
terly payments, and guarantee better service. 
Mr. Durant said that quarterly pay- 
ments would be acceptable, and 
that as soon as a new push-but- 
ton and hook were put in and the number of 
subscribers on some wires were reduced the 
service would be much better. 

Mr. Wm. S. Becker wanted to know wheth- 
er men would not be betterthan boys in the 
Central. 

Mr. Durantthought not. The companies 
had tried men and boys and concluded that 
the latter were better. In New York women 
were tried, and it was found that they became 
hysterical after short service, 

Mr. Samuels related the particulars of the 
tuking out of his box, and said that as 
long as the service was bad, he did not think 
itwould go back. He had no objections to 
the price, but the service was of no avail.. He 
moved that the same committee be instructed 
to have another interview with Mr. Durant, 
and see whether some arrangement could not 
be made. He objected toeven quarterly ad- 
vances and would not be willing to pay it.

The Court on a Question of Com 
, Obtained Through Fraud. 


Judge Adams this ‘morning overruled the 
motion for new trial in the case of- the Bank 
af Commerce vs. Hoeber. This suit involved 
the question of recovery of dollar for dollar 
of an indebtedness upon which a signature to 
a composition of 35 cents on the dollar 
had been obtained through misrepresenta- 


tion. 
The Bank of Commerce, as creditor of Gus 
Hoeber, aliquor merchant, was induced to 


sign a deed of composition at thirty-five 
cents onthe dollar. It was afterwards dis- 
covered that some of the signatures of foreign 
creditors were obtained under promise of 
preference over other creditors in 2 
ment of their claims. e 
bank brought suit and recovered judgment 
forthe full amount of its claim. Judge Ad- 
ams overruling the motion for new trial says: 
The defendant in this cause, although en- 
tirely ignorant of the act of his agent in pay- 
ing the bonus to Levy & Bro., and although 
when de discovered it he re- 
fused to refund to his agent 
the money so paid, and in other ways showed 
his disapproval of the act, yet is now invoking 
as a defence to this suit, the compromise 
reement so obtained. He necessarily takes 
the agreement for what it is 
the bitter with the sweet, 
ement as he finds it, fraudulently ob- 
tained and therefore void. After a ve 
careful examination of briefs of counsel] an 
authorities cited I am of the opinion that no 
error was committed at the trial. The au- 
thorities support the position taken by the 
court that money which is paid as bonus need 
not necessarily come from the estate or prop- 
erty of the compromising debtor, but when 
paid by anyone for him for the purpose of ob- 
taining the signature of a — creditor, 
and especially paid by the person having the 
eneral charge of securing the compromise, 
jas the same effect as if paid by the debtor 
himself. This doctrine rests on the prin- 
ple that one cannot enjo the 
Benefit of a bargan made for him 
Without — 2 instrumentalities used 
in securing it. Tne consideration of a com- 


tion 


promise agreement is the perfect fairness and
